Let ui see what those equities are — 
At the onlart, lhe>n, we mint hold the 
OoTerunitnl reiponaiblr, " in equity and 
good conacience," for ihr loaars entailed 
upon Hiitr.M, because the fountain-lirad 
to which they nay all be (raced, u tio- 
vernment negligrnce snd j.rucrn- 
tination. The Land wu gi^ca (o 
O'Bhici in May, 18**, aud the grant 
executed j n September, I Kit, Hut 
for this delay of aeren yean and »- 
half, thtSMtairr would hare given a per- 
fect title, for he would hare made over to 
the purchaser the deed of grant under the 
great seal of the colony, with all the 
right, title, inteieit, and estate, of the 
original grantee. As it wu, nu 
deed having been executed, all the 
Sncairr could do wu to jell and convey 
the defendant') interest in the promue of 
the Crown j which it but another word 
Tor the honour and good faith or the 
Crown. Now, the honour and good faith 
of the Crown were pledged 10 Teat in 
0'Baiin, bis heirs and atvigni fur ever, 
by the lequiaile legal initiumenl, the 
freehold of inheritance of the land in 
question. The Sttxairr told thai pledge to 
llaimE. The hill of tale conveyed it to 
hi in under seat. The Crown thereby 
ceased to owe O'Brien anything, and 
became bound to Mizikxe as - Rr.s:\V 
lawful assign. In lubaequently making 
the grant to O'Buicm, iht Government 
not only gave him that to which 
fie had no right, but that wktcA wat 
ho longer the Crtrnn'm to gin, lav* 
and except to the perion to whom the 
SiiEatrr had wld. In equity and good 
eonicience, then, the deed executed by 
Governor Daiuhq wa* null and void. 

It is no answer to ihii argument to uy, 
that the Government were not swore of 
the SnEiirr'a ule. The Executive and 
Judicial branchei of the Bute an but 
aubdivjiione of the function of the 
Crown ; and it is the duly of those en- 
t riiiiei with these function! to see thai they 
work in mutual harmony. The Shsxiv* 
was bound to make known to the Govern- 
ment that he had sold 0*B»i*iTi interest 
in the royal promise to anntfaer ; and the 
Government were bound, before proceeding 
to the fulfilment of that promise, to ascer- 
tain, by due March into the rcgiittiei, 
whether, during their own seven yean" 
delay, the promise had ceased to be the 
property of the original promisee. The 
plan of giTing one month 1 notice in the 
Garr/fe i t proved, by the present and 
numerous other instances, to hare been 
but a poor and mischief-making tnbtti- 
tute for these indispensable precautions. 

Again. The Governntent were surely 
bound lo know that the man to whom this 
grant had been protniaed whs. at the time 
the deed wu prepared, a convicted felon, 
under sentence of transportation; but 
whether they knew it or not, the fact 
vitiated the deed. If we undent and the 
law aright, a man under luch circura- 
atances is incapable of holding property, 
either real or chattel > and, therefore, the 
deed in question wu u void in law aa 
though it had been in favour of a dead 
mau. To thu point, the Anoamr and 
SouciToa Gimmul found it convenient 
to make do allusion. 

Again. Seven dayi after the execution 
of the deed, Manias: reported lo the Go- 
vernment, by letter to the Colohuj, So 
caH-tav, that be had purchased from the 
Smaiir, O Baixa'a farm of five hundred 
acres, and claimed the delivery of 
the deed to himself. This application 
ought to have induced inquiry , and in- 
quiry would have diecovered the fact thai 
the detd had been executed in double 
error, and wu therefore void ; and on tint 
discovery, u possession of the deed had 
not been parted with by the Crown, the 
Government would have been bound to 
tttntrl the instrument, as they have done 
in other ease! not more special than this. 

Here, then, through the inexcusable 
negligence of its aervaacs, tbt Crown has 
been made the instrument of grots, palpa- 
ble injustice. Iti Supreme Court hu 
*old one day that which on a subsequent 
day it pronounce* it had no 
to nil Iu Executive baa given 
to one man the lawful property of another j 
and hu even conveyed, nnder the gnat 
seal, a landed eitate to a person who had 
been recently convicted of felony, and 
who wu on the eve of being shipped off 
for a penal settlement I And under these 
circumatancei of acknowledged oppression 
on the part of the Crown, and of imup' 
portable grievance on the part of the lub- 
ject, the law officers advise " that no 
measairs* are proper to bt taken Ay (A* 
Qorermmmt ta meet iht tupnattd tquitie* 
of th* cart /" 

V7e happen to have aeen not a few of 
Mr. PnaurrT i report! or opiniom in 
casts of appeal to the conscience of the 
Crown; and we grieve to aay, that in 
every one of them he appear* to have con- 
sidered the relation between th* Govern- 
ment and htmaelf to be that of client and 
advocate. A mote incorrect, a entire dan- 
gerous eiror could not be fallen into by a 
professional man. The Anonrrrv-Ga. 
hi a,r. it the servant of the pmblit. and 
the duly which devolve! upon hit high 
oBoa ia not, a* Mr. PLvaaarrr seems to 
think, to defend the intermit of iht 
Crown, but to guard iti honour He 
u ten the advocate than the ataf- 
rtser of the Crown. He ha* to study, 
not trie beneficial, bm thenar,- *nd to 
tak* care that neither by mistake nor 
otherwiee, shall the Crown ever gain to 
much u a widow ■ mite at the ripens* of 
atrict fuatiot to the aobject. Would that 
Mr pLi'tfurr, and all other taw oncers, 
bad uniformly understood these distinc 
lion*, and acted accordingly I Then we 
should never have had such h 
ditplaya of aophtitry, evuion, and iub" 
atantial injustice, as those presented ut 
th* Optnion in this cast of Mir ires.

Amerioa. It ix trui thai, during my last 
abic nee In Europe, th* whole of the rnutere 
haring bean unlortenataly infected with the 
land and aheap anil catila mania of the colony, 
the inafituiion declined ax much and aa rapidly 
aa the King s School it Parramatt* ; and the 
tiltempt of the Otivcnuneni for four years 
thereafter to annihilate it— or rather (to do 
Ihemjuailee}. to annihilate myailf-necctxarlly 
1 educed it to a at ate of coups rati ve xbeyanee. 
Uut it la quite jKieeible that, among the other 
bad motives and objects or my contemplated 
voyage, I may have it in view to revive and to 
complete the aaid institution : qay— for IheH 
ia no faying what atrocities 1 may attempt at 
home— I my ejvan ban It In ' 
mother 00 Urea undar more ~ 
tomewhert elrs. 

If I had ever sailed in question the Handing 
Of tbe ftomiah, bishop and clergy of this colony 
—whom I and my people are compelled to 
tuiit in mxintxining ax state paupers- 
thi* impudent ltoman Catholic editor might 
hive had tome excuse for impugning 
mi tie. A* it ia nil Annua however that the 
Uvneral Aaaembly of the l.;hureh of Scotland 
expelled not fea er than iiiurteen or tbe minis- 
tera of the riynod of Auniralia, whom it leemt, 
he honoum with his special protection, in May 
hut, while the Oanorel Aeacmbly of the Fret 
Churn b publicly uprt-taed iu unqualified con- 
tempt forth a whola body, for their halfway 
resolution* of Uctober, 1HI I, perhipx the 
Editor of the CkmnieU will infurtn the public 
whether either the on* « the other of these 
AsKmblias hat arer # a pelted me, or expressed 
in any way tho alighteat diaapproval of my 
pToceolurt as the riemor Itfioixter of the Pxea- 
byterixn Church of tbix colony. 

For the strictly profeasional objects of ray 
contemplated voyag", perhaptl ihould sol find 
it very difficult to meat the requisite eipandi- 
tnre. compxrativnly aunall aa it wUL bo ; but tn 
tuatain far tbe npcettary period an ex-tenaive 
agllntiun in the United Kingdom for the pro- 
motion of . ■ - - ' 1 1 n to this territory— pub- 
lishing nod eirculaling graluitnuxly perhaps a 
hundred ihouaand coniea uf name truth- tailing 
yarn pi, let on the subject, and providing for alt 
tho other expenditure which such an enter- 
prise would necessarily imply— I Bin quite 
willing to confeaa that 1 have neither the 
requisite authority nnr the requisite fund* ; 
and If there are parties throughout the 
colony, as I am told there are, desirous 
that I ihould undertake the taak, they 
will have to fumixb that authority and 
thett fund* on the well- understood principle 
of corabination for a common objent, like that 
of '* Itepetl" in Ireland, And I confess 1 am 
quite- at a lots to disceru the euperlative mean- 
nett which the Roman Catholic authority im- 
putes to mo in the one eatt, but of Whioh L* 
can see no e.idenea in the " big beggarraan."

I am ala 1 egregioualy wrong. It I 
opinion of llie ltoman Catholie aditur, 
raeterislng the Uoveinment of this colony oa 
" an overriJiug and abtolute d**pti tiara," and 
re mind ill thai my own liberty of apeech in 
Council ia proof poai Live of tho contrary. Wow 
I did admit that the Council pctforruers vers at 
liberty to perfnrtn nn ,tnVi7ijere or /circe; but I 
still mite 11 tain that the re^nlaT rt/nyis performed 
by the rlerrcixry uf Stale and Itia man Friday, 
without the will or consent of the people.
